of the state to provide school privi- 
Hges for all.

Russia, be says, consents that China 
shall resume the civil government OH 
the following conditions: « 


First—The Tartar psneralf Tseng, nn- 


dertakes to protect and pacify tbe prov- 
luce, and to assist In tbe construction of 
tbe railroad. 


Second—He must kindly treat, feed 


and lodge Russians engaged in tbe mil- 
itary occupation, and In tbe protection 
of the railway. 


Third—He must disarm and disband 


the Chinese soldiery, delivering to tbe 
Russians all munitions of war in such 
arsenals as tbe Russians have not yet 
occupied. 


Fourth—All forts and defenses In the 


proviuce, not occupied by the Russians 
and all powder magazines not required 
by them mu&t be dismantled iu the pres- 
ense of Russian officials. 


Fifth—Niu-Cbwang and other places 


now in Russian occupation shall be re- 
stored to the Chinese civil authorities 
when Russia is satisfied that tbe pacifi- 
cation of tbe province is complete. 


Sixth—Tbe Chinese shall maintain 


law and order by local police under a 
Tartar general. 


Seventh—A Russian political 
resi- 


dent, -with general powers of control, 
shall be stationed at Mukden, to whom 
the Tartar general, Tseng, must give 
all information respecting any import- 
ant measure. 


Eighth—In the event of the Ioca7 po- 


lice being insufficient for any emergen- 
cy, General Tseng will notify the Rus- 
sian resident and invite Russia to send 
reinforcements. 


Ninth—The Russian text shall be the 


standard. 


"The functions given to the Russian 


resident," says Dr. Morrison, "are sim- 
ilar to those of tbe Russian resident in 
Bokhara, or those of tbe British resi- 
dents in tbe native states of Icdia. 


"Tbe agreemeat will necessarily be 


followed by similar agreements' with 
reference to the 'other two provinces. 
Then Manchuria will be de facto a 
Russian protectorate, Russia by a pre- 
existing arrangement having already 
the right to maintain all troops neces- 
sary for tbe protection of the Vailway." 


Commenting upon the information 


transmitted by Dr. Morrison, The Times 
says; 
"The problem raised is very se-

Ing or amusing the employed- Manu- 
facturing concerns all over the country 
are getting fitted up like club rooms 
and gymnasiums, railroads are grant, 
ing pensions and thero are a thousand 
and one other ways in which the em- 
ployer is admitting he owes something 
to tlia employed and is proceeding to 
payi It.

lip have looked at the schemes Ions 
enough to see through* them. The pub- 
lic and private corporation and employ- 
er owe nothing to those whom they 
employ It thsy pay them a just and 
equitable wage- Throwing SODS in the 
form of pensions and so-called improv- 
ed work conditions are as deceptive as 
they are economically unwise. L^t the 
laborer be paid all the hire he Is worthy 
of and then let him take care of himself 
and his money.

No corporation has a right to assume 


that It is better to bold back part of 
•what a man earns, to give it to him 
in the form of a pension later on when 
iie will be in need of it. The corpo- 
ration's full duty Is done when it sells 
Its product at as low a price as pas. 
•We while paying the highest possible 
•wage for its manufacture^ To go into 
the pension system means one of two 
things, cither that labor has not been 
paid all that it earned or that the pub- 
lic has been forced to pay more for the 
manufactured product than It should 
nave been asked to pay. Corporations 
arc not in business to confer comforts 
Sad pension* on • worktnirmpn and wo. 
men. They ar* in it for money; and if 
they begin granting pensions or be- 
stowing comforts their beneficiaries 
and the public may come to the conclu. 
slon at ones that th« wherwHhal to 
do these things comes out of the pock- 
ets of the people or is kept out of the 
envelopes of the employes. 


This pensioning and gift business is 


a> social and economic fraud- It kills 
thrift, saps tha Independence and dig. 
nity of labor and is an Imposition both 
upon labor and the people. No one will 
dispute that industrial conditions are 
far from being ju*t in *n »ndl«M num- 
ber of cases, perhapa unjust to a degree 
in all cases, but there is no wisdom In 
the lealona socialistic r*form*r's foster- 
ing a pernlclwa polity of Insulting pa- 
tvmMlam as tn« remedy for the evils.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


In preparing a statement of the finan- 


cial condition of the commonwealth, I 
decidt'd to follow the plan adopted a year 
ego, of presenting in detail the entiie 
series of loans outstanding, with the off- 
setting accumulations in the 
sinUJns 


funds pledged to their redemption. 


The gross debt of tbe state is divided 


into two clnsse>—the indebtedness Tor 
which the whole state is directly liable, 
•mi the indebtedness for the payment o( 
which certain cities, and towns are liable. 
These two classes of indebtedness may 
be described for convenience ns the act- 
ual state debt and the contingent debt. 
From each of these classes of indebted- 
ness mu^t be deducted the accumulations 
in the sinking funds applicable to them, 
in order to show the net actual stats j 
debt and the net contingent debt. Th« |

BOSTON AND MAINE BONDS. 
During 1900 advantage was taken of a 


fortunate opportunity to exchange 'h« 
ffO.OOO shares of common stock of the 
l('itchhurg Railroad company, which had 
been owned by the commonwealth for 
13 years, and which bod never yielded 
nny income, for fo.000.000 in 3 pei-ccnt 
bonds of the Boston and Main* railroad. 
The Fitchburg railroad common ttock i 
had been carried ir. the sinking 'fund of i 
the Pitfhburg railroad securities loan, in 
addiiio* to $5.000.000 in bonds of the 
Fitchburg Rnllroad company; aud the 
treasurer and receiver npufclftl. 
us re- 


quired hy law, after the exchange vas 
made, applied the Bofetou and 
Maine 


bonds to this same sinking fund. 


The result has been to increase this 


sinking fund to $10,000,000 for the dis- 
charge of an obligation of $5,000.000. 
Moreover, the Fitcliburg railroad securi- 
ties loan pays interest at 3 1-2 percent 
per annum, while tue common wraith de- 
rives from the Fitchburg railroad bunds 
held against it 4 percent per annum, 
making an excess of $25.000 per annum. 
It is clear, then, that the Boston s>nd 
Maine bond* should not be continued in 
that sinking fund. 


It is for the general court to determine 


what disposition shall be made of these 
bonds. In the present state of the law, 
the interest on the bonds, namely, $150,- 
000 per annum, is required to be paid 
into the income uf tbe Massachusetts 
school fund. 


My own opinion is, thnt the brst use to 


be made of this new assot is to transfer 
it 'o the abolition of grade crossing loan 
sinking fund, and thus' mluce the sum 
total of our state indebtedness, rather 
than to have it serve as a contribution to 
n fund, however •worthy its object may 
be, which can never be nsed to discharge 
a dollar of the commonwealth's obl'ira- 
tions. 
' 


The amount of the loans outstanding 


for grade crossing purposes is now 
$8.000,000, Five million dollars 
have 


been issued 
for general 
application 


throughout the state, and A special loan 
of $3,000,000 for the abolition of 
the 


crossings on the line of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad 
in 


Boston, Hyde Park and Dedham. If the 
Boston and 'Maine bonds were trans- 
ferred to the abolition of gr.ida crossing 
loan sinking fund, with :the provision 
that the interest accruing from 
them 


should be applied ' directly to the pay- 
ment of the interest on an enqal amount 
of our own abolition1 of grada crossing 
bonds, it would save an annual tax upon 
the people, for the payment of such in- 
terest, of $150,000, while the balance of 
the abolition of grade crossing loan tfnk> • 
ing fund now iu hand, amounting np- j 
proximately to fT^OOO, would, without > 
further assessui'erta therefor, take care 
of the additfon"ariF3;OQO,000 at maturity.

the daily consumption per 
inhabitant 


having risen; in tha^metropolitau water 
district during, the" l|ast 10 years from 73 
to 113 gallons'' The Increased consump- • 
tion has convince^4 the 'metropolitan 
water board that it is unsafe to longer 
delay the construction of a new aque- 
duct, in accordance with the 
original 


recommendation and the legislation of 
1900, from the Sudbury reservoir to the 
site of an equalizing reservoir to be built 
in the town or-Weakon, whence the water 
will be convcyed^An Jtrge mains to the 
various portions or. the' district. No ap- 
propriation-was authorized by the act for 
the construction of the Weston aqueduct, 
but it is the opiniop 'of the water board 
that it can be built withip the sum of 
$4,982,000, 
which the state board of 


health estimated that it wonld cost, 
i 


The act of 1895j' creating tbe inetr*1 


politan water district, authorised the ia- 
sne of loans to the amonnt of $27,000,- 
000. It was estimated that thq work of 
construction, a?/de from tbe taking < of 
the --water work's of the city of Boston, 
would require an expenditure of $19,045,- 
SOO. It is expected that this work of 
construction will ho completed within the 
sum orijrinally estimated. The board has 
expended, 
in reimbursing the city of 


Boston for work begnn on the Sudbury 
reservoir and in completing the reser- 
voir, $2.019,767. It has in addition paid 
on account to the city of Boston $5,000,- 
000 for the other works of that city 
which have been tuken. These expendi- 
tures aiiJ the completion of the works 
embraced in the original recommenda- 
tions will require substantially the entire 
$27.000,000, for which loans are now au- 
thorized. 


During the pa<!t year the suit instituted 


fcy the citj of Boston for damages on 
i-connt of the tnkins: of its water works 
ha« been settled for a total 
sura of 


$12,531,000, so there will be required a ' 
further payment of $7,531,000 with some' 
Interest charses to tho city of Boston, | 


It will be necessary, therefore, for 


these two purposes, the discharge- of the 
Indebtedness to the city of Boston and 
the construction of "the Weston atjue-. 
duct, to authorize an additional metro-i 
polit.in water loan of $1 2,.~)00,000. This, 
would raise the total expense of the sys-: 
tern to $30,500,000. 


But this i<5 not all. Under the present' 


provisions of the metropolitan water act 
an additional snm of $4,500,000 will be| 
required . The act provided that the V-' 
sessrnents imposed upon the .cities nnd 
towns in the district, to meet the cost of , 
maintenance, interest on the loans and ' 
the requirements of the sinking 
fund, 


should not begin until ilie juur iSOS, uuu 
that $300,000 should be assessed for that 
year, to which $42,500 were added on ac- 
count of the preliminary expenditures of 
tbe state board of health. Aa increase 
of $200:000 is made in each successive 
year until the total assessments are suf- 
ficient to meet the total 
requirement*. \ 


Ta» earlier assessments are inadequate 
to meet the annual requirements, 
aud 


th* 
deficiency arising each year 
will 


hnv» to be made up by increasing tho 
ultimate indebtedness. In • my opinion. 
the assessment* should be increased at 
once, to meet tho annual requirements 
and to avoid a deficiency which, as I 
have steady said, unless tbe assms- 
mente are enlarged, will finally rea'ch nn 
estimated 
total of $4,500,000. There 


seems to be lUtlc reiiaan why tho policy 
of "pay as you go" should not be adopted 
forthwith. 


It is to be remembered that the state 


loans authorised to be made, under the 
metropolitan water act are bat nominal 
additions to the state debt, and that the 
•ct provides for tbe payment at maturity 
of the entire amount of the loans by tbe 
cities and towns included in the district

In fuiiunifiH or th* specined purposes 
for which they were made, Fuller's 
whirf oa Charles river has been pur- 
chagtd for $30,000, the amount cf the 
appropriation subject to a right of oc- 
cupancy tor three years.

aiETROPdtlTA'N SEWERAGE DIS- 


TRICT. 


The principal work now in the hands 


of the metropolitan sewerage commission 
is the construction of 
the 
hiph-level 


&ewer, authorized by the legislature of 
1899. This sewer begins at u pumpiuy 
station to be erected on Ward street, 
Roxbnry. and extend* through Roxbur.v, 
West lioxbury, Hyde Park, Milton >md 
Qniuey to ?\'nt Inland, and thence under 
the waters of Boston harbor to two nut- 
lets near Peddooks Island. The total 
length of thisi sewer is about 1(1 miles. 
Most of it is from 10 to 12 fe«t in 
diameter, and its estimated cost is $4,- 
600,000. Several years will be required 
for its completion. 


The north metropolitan system, which 


drains the territory north of the Charles 
river, was' completed in 1890. The 1« gis- 
Inture of 1900, however, added a portion 
of 
Wakefield to the district, and r""- 


vided for the construction of addition il 
oatlets for Chehea and Everett. This 
work, requiring the construction of about 
five miles of sewer, and for which the 
sum of $285.000 was appropriated, is all 
under contract and will be completed this 
year. 


BOSTON HARBOR. 


The improvement of Boston harbor is 


at 
present of paramount 
importance. 


The great draft of the modern steamship 
requires water considerably deeper than 
the present channels of the harbor af- 
ford. 
The federal snvp,I'"ment is now 


excavating a channel 1200 feet wide and 
30 feet deep, on the southerly side of 
Broad Sound, between President Roads 
and the ocean. It Is aho excavating a 
channel 1000 feet wide and 27 feet deep, 
from President Roads as far np the har- 
bor as Constitution wharf. E>ven these 
improvements nre insufficient for 
the 


requirements of the port; consequently, 
a new project is now before congress for 
a channel 1500 feet wide and 85 feet 
deep, from Broad Sound to President 
Roads, and 1200 feet wide, of like depth, 
through the upper harbor. 


The most encouraging assurances have 


been received from Washington that this 
project will be carried through xncces.s- 
fully. The committee on rivers and har- 
bors has given its sanction to a plan for 
deepening Boston harbor, which will re- 
quire an expenditure of $S,000,000. 


COMMISSIONS. 


Owing to the fact that there is a divis- 


ion of .responsibility in the department ol 
prison* by present laws. 1 would recom- 
mend that the offices of the commission- 
ers of prisons and the general superin- 
tendent of prisons be combined, ry trans- 
ferring the powers of the general super- 
intendent to the board of commissioners 
of prisons, and by authorizing compen- 
sation to one- member of that board, who 
shall be designated as chairman by the 
'governor. The power of appointment to 
any vacancy in the 'offices of the state 
prison and reformatories,' now filled by 
appointment 
of the executive, should 


then be vested in the prison commission. 


The commissioners of prisons and the 


general superintendent of prisons have 
expressed their approval of this recom- 
mendation. 


A change in commissions which 1 be- 


lieve can be effected witL advantage to 
the commonwealth is the consolidation of 
the m^trepolitan water board and tha 
metropolitan sew erase commis&ion. The 
duties imposed on these commissions are 
of tbe same general character, and 
it 


would be a decided gain in economy of 
administration if they were coatrolled by 
a single board. 
, The general court of 1884 authorized 
the 
preparation and completion of 
a 


contour topographical survey and map 
of the commonwealth, to he made in co- 
operation with the United States jf«o- 
logical survey, the total cost of the sur- 
vey to the commonwealth not to exceed 
$40,000. This 
was intended to be a 


temporary 
work, lasting a few years 


only, but the commission is charge of it 
has been in existence nov for more than 
.16 years, and sums ajrgre^ating $2r,3,- 
874.59' have been appropriated for its 
use. 
| I do not question the good faith of this 
commission nor the sinct-rity of its belief 
in the importance of the service per- 
formed under its directions, but I do, 
nevertheless, urge thfit, before fuvtb«- 
appropriations arc made for topographi- 
cal purposes, you will investigate; c.irfi- 
gn])y whether the value of the work jiis- 
ffies the expense entailed. 


EDUCATION. 


Th*-pnblic schools have been kept open 


on an average nine and one-half months 
during 
the 
year—one 
and one-half 


months more than the law requires. Tha 
total expenditure for school support, cx- 
elu&ivc of school buildings, was !j;*Q.677.- 
486; for school buildings, .$3,148.757. Of 
the total expenditure for both purposes, 
all but §275,849 comes from lofccl taxa- 
tion. The local taxation for school sup- 
port amounts to ?3.(52 for each $1000 of 
tho state's valuation, or the same as last 
year; for school buildings, to $1.09, or 21 
ccuts less than last year. 


TIIE CIVIL SERVICE. 


v The civil f-ei'vice commiasiomers report 
an increase in the nnniber cf applicants 
examined for the classified public ser- 
vice of the commonwealth and the citiea. 


Thpre are now under the protection «f 


Civil servicn rules about 80oO public em- 
ployes, with an asxregnte compensation 
of approximately $8,000,000, paid by the 
public; for ' fiicicnt service. 


COST OF STATE HOUSE CON- 


STRUCTION. 


All bills in connection with the exten- 


sion and restoration of tho state house 
have b««n paid, aud, as the unexpended 
balance will be quite sufficient to cover 
the cost of the paintings and the com- 
pletion of Memorial hall, the 
commis- 


sioners arc able to furnish a statement 
of the total expenditures in and upon the 
state house and for the purchase of lands' 
In Its vicinity. The cost oa construction

TOOK CENTURIES TO BUILD. 


C«U*»« Cathedral W«* I* Process «f 


Br*etie» CUI Ymtrs. 


While tue flrat stone of Cologn* ca- 


thedral was laid on Aug. 15, 1248, and, 
the body ot tue ediace was not opened 
until Aug. 15, 1848, 600 years later to 
the very day, It was not, howeYW, un- 
til Aug. 15, 1S80, that the splendid 
•tincture wj-s flually reported complet- 
ed, having thuti occupied in building 
the record time of exactly 632 years. 


Toe castle of Kingsjtoberg, which 


•tand» at the southern extremity of 
Jutland, took 204 years from the laying 
of the fouc ation stone to tap rigging 
of Its master's banner on Its highest 
flagstaff. Its foundation stone was tho 
ekull of itg builder's bitterest enemy. 
Three mouths after Its laying Couut 
Jhorsing, the builder of the castle, was 
killed. Bis son waa then in swaddling 
clothes. 
He did not continue lite fa- 


ther's work until aged 24. 


Oa bis twenty-fifth birthday ae was 


thrown into prison by the eon of tho 
man whose skull lay In tue earth of 
Kiugsgoberg's foundation stone. 
In 


this manner master after master ot 
Kingsgoberg was stopped putting an- 
other stone toward the completion of 
the founder's work till civilization in- 
tervened. 


Restormel castle, In Cornwall, took 


00 years to build, of which period ex- 
actly one-third was occupied in exca- 
vating the foundations. The solid rock 
upon which it stands is almost as hard 
as Iron. Indeed Restonnel means lu 
Cornish "the palace of the iron rock." 


Milan cathedral was begun In 138C 


and finished under Napoleon In 1805, 
419 yearc. 


The Duomo, at Florence, was com- 


menced by Arnulfo in the year 1294, 
the last block of marble being placed 
In position In the facade in presence of 
the king on May 12, 1S87, a period of 
593 years.—Stray Stories.

TEA VS. ALCOHOL IN RUSSIA. 


The New Tork Sun of a recent date 


says: "Tea waa first imported into 
Russia in 1638. Today each inhabitant 
consumes on the average nearly one 
pound annually .The tofl consumption 
IB 106,000,000 pounds, and the total cost 
$88,000,000. Tea and sugar together cost 
Russia about 5265,000,000 per year. For 
brandy, beer and wine the country ex- 
pends annually about $550,000,000, so 
that something like a quarter of the 
whole revenues of the state are an- 
nually expended on tea, brandy, wine, 
and beer, with sugar. Exact statistics 
are not forthcoming, but it appears 
that the use of tea is increasing rap- 
idly relative to the alcoholic beverages, 
a ccnmimni!i.tion devoutly to be wished. 
It is a remarkable fact that this change 
has occurred since the introduction of 
the machine-made teas of Ceylon and 
India. 


Local Mm in New Company 


A company has 
been formed in 


Springfield for pushing the Buckland 
grooved rail device, and among the 
stockholders are two local men, James 
D. Hunter and W. G. Cady. The 
Buckland device has been described in 
this paper, at the time that the inven- 
tor tried to secure its adoption in this 
city. Its object is to provide a flange 
that will convert ordinary street car 
rails into groved rails without going to 
the expense of putting in ail new rails. 
and it cost* only about a quarter as 
much as grooved rails.

Tbe wires of these 
gentlemen also,' as members of the 
tadles' branch of tbe Red Cross society, 
have made three visits. Six of them 
came yesterday by appointment bring- 
ing the usual presents and visiting tbe 
wards. We entertained the ladles, gave 
them a little tea party and said all the 
proper and nice speeches to express 
our appreciation of their visit The 
governor's last visit was today, and, 
in addition to his presents, he brought 
a quantity of boxes of silk handker- 
chiefs from Count Bano, the president 
of the Red Cross society of Japan, with 
a letter which I will inclose to you with 
the English translation.
